SUMMARY 


SECTION 1 of the act inserts a new chapter 164B into the General Laws and 
establishes a Massachusetts Power Authority, a body corporate and politic with 
seven members appointed by the Governor to staggered six year terms. The 
Authority is to establish and operate a bulk power supply system to supply whole- 
sale electric power to utilities throughout the Commonwealth. The primary purpose 
of the Authority is to supply the Commonwealth with power with the minimum 
adverse impact on the environment. The Authority is also authorized to engage in 
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research and development of new sources of power, new siting techniques, and 
methods of environmental protection. 


In carrying out its responsibilities, the Authority is authorized to adopt by-laws; 
adopt an official seal; maintain offices; sue and be sued; construct or acquire facil- 
ities either within or without the Commonwealth; issue revenue bonds and borrow 
money in anticipation of issuance of revenue bonds; acquire real and personal 
property; employ professional, managerial and other employees deemed necessary 
and fix their compensation to be paid solely out of revenues of the Authority; 
appear before other government agencies; apply for and receive federal or other 
grants of funds; and enter into contracts and agreements. 


The Authority will build and operate all new generating and transmission facil- 
ities in the Commonwealth and has the option to purchase existing facilities through 
negotiation, condemnation, or eminent domain. After an initial two-year period, no 
other utility may construct a new facility unless the Authority certifies that it lacks 
the capability to finance the facility and the facility would further the purposes of 
the act. 


The Authority will finance its activities by issuing revenue bonds. The bonds will 
be exempt from state taxation, but will not be backed by the full faith and credit of 
the Commonwealth. Power will be sold to other utilities by contract but no special 
discounts or bonuses to promote the increased use of power may be given. 


The Authority is required to develop a master, 20-year demand study and siting 
plan within 18 months of its incorporation, to be updated each succeeding year. 
Sites will be selected in accordance with the Electric Power Facilities Siting Council 
Act of 1973. The Governor and the community in which any facility is to be locat- 
ed must affirmatively approve the facility before it can be constructed. 


The Authority will be subject to all applicable federal and state environmental 
standards and must obtain all necessary federal and state permits and complete all 
necessary environmental impact statements. 


The Authority will be exempt from taxation but will make payments in lieu of 
taxes to cities and towns in an amount equal to the tax which would be paid if the 
Authority’s real and personal property were owned by a private electric utility 
company. 


The Authority is forbidden from engaging in promotional or image advertising. 
The Authority has the authority to bargain collectively with its employees and is 
subject to the provisions of Chapter 150 of the General Laws, which governs the 
conciliation and arbitration of industrial disputes. Employees of the Authority are 
not subject to the civil service law and rules. Employees of utilities displaced by 
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the activities of the Authority have first preference in employment by the 
Authority. 

SECTION 2 of the act amends section 43 of Chapter 164 of the General Laws 
to provide that if a city or town votes, in accordance with the provision of Chapter 
164, to establish a municipal utility and acquire the facilities of the utility current- 
ly serving the community, and the utility refuses to sell its property to the city or 
town, that the Department of Public Utilities will establish a fair price for the facil- 
ities, and the utility will be required to accept the price determined by the depart- 
ment and tender the deed for the facilities to the city or town.

The Legislature has placed this question on the ballot in order to determine 
whether the people favor or oppose the Sunday opening of certain retail stores, 
including package liquor stores. As the law now stands, most retail and all package 
liquor stores must be closed on Sundays. The vote on this question is not binding 


on the Legislature.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The board organized on May 21 with Henry J. Lewandowski elected as chair- 
man, Charles Levine as clerk and Clifford D. Thatcher as the third member of the 


board. 


During 1976 we held numerous regular and special meetings and attended 
many others concerned with town government held outside of Millis. 


WETLANDS — 


Of particular concern is the announcement by the Army Corps of Engineers 
of the planned acquisition of Charles River water shed areas in Millis. These com- 
prise about one-quarter of the town’s area. 


Public hearings were held in Medfield. Although it was indicated that the 
state will compensate the town for taxes lost on the wetlands and that appropriate 
controls will be imposed on the property by the federal government in accordance 
with the town’s best interest, we will continue to press for adequate compensation 
and controls, so that the proposed flood control project does not become an alba- 
tross for Millis. 


The Army Corps of Engineers will hold its public hearing in Millis during the 
spring of 1977. 


LEGAL MATTERS — 


On January 7, 1977 a civil rights complaint was filed against the town and 18 
named former and present town officials. We felt it should be mentioned in this 
town report because of its importance to Millis and to every city and town in the 
Commonwealth. 


The plaintiffs ask for damages totalling $1.5 million plus costs for the town’s 
and the town officers’ action with regard to the development of the “Millis 
Heights” area in the Pleasant-Village-Acorn Street section of town. 


Voters at a special town meeting held February 15, 1977, approved an appro- 
" Priation of $35,000 to defend the town and its officials. The firm of Peabody and 
Arnold, of which Town Counsel Harvey Weiner is a partner, has been engaged to 
conduct the defense. 


In addition to handling the extremely complicated details of the civil rights 
case, Town Counsel Harvey Weiner also provided Millis with commendable service. 
He spent about 600 hours in our behalf during 1976 which included the handling 
of 11 court cases, all decided in favor of the town. The selectmen continued their 
policy of making him available to other boards and officers. 
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During 1976 we were assessed almost $50,000 for MBTA service but received 
pone. In 1977 the assessment will be increased to $72,000 and we still will receive 
"po service or subsidy. Our only public transportation is provided by the Brush Hill 
Transportation Company and there are no buses leaving Boston for Millis after 6 

4 pm. 

In an effort to improve the service and obtain bus runs to Millis during the 

_ evening hours, meetings were held with representatives of Westwood and Medfield 
to obtain the consensus of the three towns. A representative of the MBTA has 

_ agreed to discuss a bus subsidy on a trial basis if the towns involved can show po- 
"tential riders. We conducted a survey of interest in additional bus service and re- 

| ceived about 70 replies. 


There was not an overwhelming indication that there would be increased 
| patronage of the bus service. We will continue our attempts to improve public 
_ transportation for Millis and work with other towns to do so, particularly with 
- Westwood and Medfield. As the energy shortage increases, public transportation 
| will become more important. 
After being in limbo for several years, the relocation of Route 109 came to 
| the fore again. Westwood selectmen called a meeting of area towns and the reloca- 
tion was referred to the Metropolitan Area Planning Council for study and recom- 
| mendations. 


| NEW INDUSTRIES — 
One of the more rewarding experiences in 1976 was the receipt of a letter in 


| December from Craftsmen Machinery. Stephen S. Alpert, president of the firm, 
wrote to tell of his firm’s joy at becoming a member of the Millis community. 


Craftsmen has expended considerable money on repairs to the former Hodg- 
son plant and is most welcome as a valuable asset to our town. 


A salute also to Aetna Sign Company, another new industry, for turning an 
_ eyesore into an attractive spot at the intersection of Routes 109 and 115. 


We hope that other businesses along Route 109 will take the initiative to 
_ improve the appearance of their properties. 
BICENTENNIAL — 


4 The bicentennial years ended in 1976 with well attended celebrations on 
_ July 3rd and 4th. On other pages of this report, there are photographs of the 
_ Holbrook Bell dedicated on July 4, the bicentennial quilt created by talented 
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women of our community and the bicentennial chorus singing on the steps of the 
Capitol in Washington. 


Many of us joined our neighbors in Medfield to celebrate that town’s 325th 
anniversary. 


CHARTER — 


For the first time, Millis voters will be asked on the 1977 election ballot to 
indicate their opinion on adopting a home rule charter. 


It proposes a continuation of our town government as it is presently consti- 
tuted with the exception of changing the term of office for the town clerk and tax 
collector from one to three years. 


NIAGARA HALL — 


Work at improving the condition of Niagara Hall was continued with voted 
funds. 


We also applied for funds under the community development block grant 
program for additional renovations. An article is proposed for the 1977 annual 
town meeting for another appropriation and will be withdrawn if the CD appli- 
cation is approved. 


APPLICATIONS FOR GRANTS — 


In order to improve Millis’ position in regard to federal and state grants, we 
engaged Robert Moore of Intergovernmental Advisory Associates as a consultant 
in accordance with the vote at the November special town meeting. 


Through the efforts of Mr. Moore, we applied for six projects under the Pub- 
lic Works Act of 1976 totalling over $7.3 million. Unfortunately, like countless 
other towns, none of our projects were approved. Inadequate lead time, overcom- 
mitted funds as well as improper processing of the applications by federal govern- 
mental agencies were the major reasons we received no money. 


We are hopeful the second round of funding (about April 1977) will permit 
Millis to undertake one or more of the proposed projects: Clyde Brown School 
addition, $2.4 million; Memorial School rehabilitation and renovation, $2.3 million; - 
landfill capping, $240,000; Millis Municipal Center, $919,000; water distribution 
system improvement, $961,000; and water meters, $430,000. 


We also made pre-application for a community development block grant of 
$243,000 to improve and rehabilitate the center of town including an addition to 
the Millis Police and Fire Station; renovation of Niagara Hall; improvement of 

: 
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streets, sidewalks and landscaping; code enforcement; housing and commercial 
rehabilitation, all within a half-mile radius centered at the intersection of Routes 
115 and 109. 


MICROFILMING — 


Because of our concern about possible loss of town records through fire or 
vandalism, we proposed that they be microfilmed. Following approval of funds for 
equipment rental and film at the annual town meeting, we set up a microfilming 
project using a CETA worker. 


Records of the board of assessors, town clerk, zoning board and our board 
have been processed and the film stored in a safety deposit box. The initial filming 
project is an extensive one and we anticipate work on it will continue in 1977. 


INSURANCE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE — 


The insurance investigating committee, headed by Chairman John Purkis and 
E. Peter Bosse, completed a review of insurance policies, recommended some 
changes and prepared detailed bidding specifications. In preparation for bidding, 
and at the recommendaticn of the insurance investigating committee, seven major 
town buildings were appraised: the three schools, police and fire station, town hall, 
DPW building and library. 


We will ask the 1977 annual town meeting to establish a permanent insurance 
committee to advise us on a continuing basis. 


SEWER TREATMENT PROJECTS — 


Along with town counsel and the Millis Board of Public Works, we participat- 
ed in meetings with representatives of Cott Corporation and the state to implement 
4 state-mandated program of disposal of wastes from the Cott plant. 


In addition, we attended conferences with the Millis Board of Public Works, 
the Medfield Board of Selectmen and the Medfield Sewer and Water Board to dis- 
cuss and plan a tie-in to the Medfield sewer treatment plant. 


CONCLUSION — 


The year 1976 has been a very busy one and 1977 is expected to be even 
busier and more challenging. Millis is growing and much more is demanded of 
town officials and employees than ever before. No longer does the attitude of 
“You can’t fight City Hall” prevail. In most cases, this is good for you and for 
us; but, when there are instances where officers risk legal action against them 
when they honestly do their utmost in the best interest of the town as a whole, 
it is a sad situation. 
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However, each of us should look to the alternatives. It has been said that 
all that is necessary for evil to triumph is for good men to do nothing! So, please 
may we draw on your talents? We need your initiative and your honesty to do 
something in 1977, whether it be big or small, to benefit your community — 
Millis. Please complete and return to our office the GOOD GOVERNMENT IS 
UP TO YOU card enclosed in this report.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


This year, more time than in previous years was spent by the commission 
considering wetland matters. A total of five cases were heard under Chapter 131, 
section 40, the Wetlands Protection Act. 


Several of the commission members had opportunities to attend meetings 
and seminars of interest on conservation and environmental matters. Information 
gathered at these meetings has proved useful in much of the commission’s 
business. 

We are pleased that one of our members, Meriel Hardin, has been elected 
president of the Charles River Watershed Association, a conservation group whose 
work has much application to the town. 


After much delay, we are happy to report that the commission obtained 
the deed to “Parcel Y,” a large conservation tract in the Farm Street area. This 
land, together with conservation land purchased last year by the town, provides 
a conservation area of about 30 acres in the southern section of town. 


Approximately five acres of conservation land has been leased for a period 
of two years for grazing purposes. It was the commission’s feeling that this is a 
legitimate use of open space and conservation land, the aesthetics of open space 
are preserved for the residents of the town and, in addition, income is returned 
to the town. 


The commission is continuing to consider future conservation land acqui- 
sitions for the town and to develop long range plans so that there is a harmonius 
and environmentally sound mixture of residential, commercial, and open space 
consistent with the wishes of the townspeople.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


During 1976, three court cases were brought and are still pending against 
the town of Millis or its officers and two court cases were brought by the town. 
One of the latter two cases was disposed of in favor of the town. Eight other 
court cases, all commenced prior to 1976, were either tried or disposed of, all in 
favor of the town. As of December 31, 1976, there were still 12 pending court 
cases involving the town, all of which were commenced after October 10, 1973. 
One case before the Appellate Tax Board was settled and a second case which 
involved water and sewer use tax abatements was tried before the Appellate Tax 
Board in November. No decision had been made by the end of the year. 


Fifty-three formal written legal opinions were rendered by town counsel to 
the various town boards and 71 oral legal opinions involving legal research were 
also rendered. Thirteen contracts or agreements were either drafted, revised or 
reviewed by town counsel. Town counsel attended nearly all selectmen’s meetings 
and several meetings of other town boards or committees, including but not lim- 
ited to, the planning board, board of assessors, board of appeals, board of public 
works and conservation commission.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR THE 
RESTORATION OF THE ELLICE SCHOOL 


As there are many citizens of Millis who are interested in the restoration of 
the Ellice School, Philip Gavin, our moderator, appointed a committee to work 
in conjunction with the Millis Historical Society to investigate the possibility of 
preserving this historical building. Monthly meetings attended by committee 
members and former pupils of Ellice School have been held since July. 


The Millis Historical Society gave $500 to start a restoration fund. Huna 
Rosenfeld added to the fund with an additional $50. The Golden Lions gave $50. 
Former pupils, some now living in Florida, have contributed $200. GAF gave the 
shingles and felt. Manning Doliner cleared the brush. Martin Doliner put on the 
roof as his contribution and now there is a new roof on the Ellice School. 


The committee plans to work on the interior as soon as possible. Bob Healy, 
Bob Santos and Martin Doliner spent a Saturday clearing out one room. 


Many towns have preserved their one-room schoolhouses for historical 
reasons. Elementary children start the study of history with the history of Millis. 
It is our hope that the Ellice School can be refurbished and that school children 
may study local history in the historical setting of the Ellice School. It was built 
in 1849 to replace the Bent School. The history of this District 2 school goes back 
to the early days of our town. In 1745 12 pounds were spent to maintain the Bent 
School. The land on which the Ellice School was built was given to the town with 
the understanding it would be used for school or literary purposes. It was called 
the Ellice School in memory of John Ellice, one of the first settler in Rockville. 
John Ellice was on the committee to make a treaty with John of Boggestowe in 
1672. 


It is our hope that the people of Millis will enjoy the use of this historical 
schoolhouse, that they will enjoy the simplicity and ruggedness of the structure 
and the beauty of its setting on historical land.

SCHOOL HEALTH PROGRAM 


Health examinations are given by the school physician or private physician 
prior to Kindergarten and in Grades 3, 7 and 11 as well as for sports. 


Vision and hearing tests are done yearly by the school health aides for 
each student each year. Repeats are done as indicated. 


The dental clinic in the school provides cleaning and fluoride treatments 
by a dentist for students in Grades 3 to 6. Since September this clinic has not 
been operating because of poorly functioning equipment. This equipment is 
presently being evaluated as to the possibility of repairs. 


The school nurse functions as part of the core team to interpret health 
status findings to the evaluation team. Recommendations of the core team some- 
times necessitates interpretation to the family of the need for further medical 
and/or specialist examinations.

The Millis Board of Health Nursing Service includes visiting nursing, board 
of health and school health program. 
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The Millis Board of Health Nursing Service is an official agency providing 
home health care to the residents of Millis. Currently services provided include 
_ skilled nursing and physical therapy. Plans for next year include providing home 
_ health aide service and occupational therapy. 
A home health aide provides personal care to a patient at home for several 
hours 2 day up to five days a week. The aide works under the direction and super- 
vision of the registered nurse. 


An occupational therapist provides rehabilitative services, assists the client 
im relearning techniques of activities of daily living, provides purposeful activity 
to restore physical functioning. She assesses and provides guidance for perceptual 
problems and assists the client to obtain maximum potential. Both of these ser- 
vices are reimbursable through many insurances. 


A well child clinic is planned. This provides health examinations, growth 
and development, guidance and immunizations for children ages newborn to 
school age. This clinic will be established according to community response and 
all appointments will be scheduled. 


Senior citizen clinics have been held on the first and third Friday of the 
month at Kennedy Terrace. At these clinics disease detection, nutrition, counsel- 
ing, health assessments and health education are provided. Referrals are made as 
indicated i - 


A hypertension screening and follow-up program was held in November, 
1976. Pamphlets were distributed, educational films were shown and teaching 
about cardiovascular disease was provided. Referrals for treatment were made 
for persons with high readings. 


A lead poison screening program was held in March, 1976, for children 
ages 1% to 6. Follow-up was done and referrals made as indicated. 


Immunization clinics were held at various times during the year for swine 
flu and immunization against childhood diseases. Pre-school and school children 
received immunizations for diphtheria, pertussis (whooping cough) and tetanus, 
measles, mumps and rubella (German measles), and polio. Mantoux tests for 
tuberculosis were given to school personnel. 


There were 11 reports of premature infants. Visits were made by the nurse 
for newborn assessment, teaching families how to care for premature infants and 
follow-up if necessary.

McManus, R.N. Mrs. McManus graduated from New England Baptist Hospital te 
and received a B.S. and M.S. from Boston College. ;

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES AND LIBRARIAN 
It has been said that nothing stands still. If one isn’t going forward, then 


ome is going backward. We who shape and influence the activities of the Millis 


_ Public Library feel that our town library took several giant steps forward in the 


-"eeo 


past year. 


The approval by the townspeople of the mezzanine addition to provide 
shelving for thousands of books was certainly a much appreciated aid to library 
progress. We owe a special thanks to those who verbally supported our project 
at town meeting. 


A two-year investigation of copying machine resulted in the installation 
this year of a machine supplied by Instant Copies of Wellesley, who service and 
maintain the machine. Public use of the copying machine has grown from 200 
copies in June to 756 copies in a two-week period of November. We are pleased 
to have been able to provide this service for the convenience of the townspeople 
at no cost to the town. 


Library hours were expanded in 1976 to provide seven or more continuous 
hours of service for six days a week. The library is now open eight hours on Mon- 
day (1 to 9 p.m.), Tuesday (1 to 9 p.m.), Thursday (1 to 9 p.m.), and Friday 
(i to 9 p.m), eleven hours on Wednesday (10 a.m. to 9 p.m.) and seven hours 
on Saturday (10 a.m. to 5 p.m.). This schedule compares favorably with the 
majority of public libraries of our size in our area. 


The Millis Summer Reading Club enjoyed a field trip to Benson’s Animal 
Farm in August accompanied by several staff members. Due to the growing 
expense of this annual bus trip, we plan to abandon it and develop an on-site 
summer reading club program in 1977. 


The fifth year of the summer outdoor film program was successfully com- 
pleted with hundreds attending most film showings. This program is being re- 
examined in terms of its overall value versus its increasing expense and it, too, 
may be abandoned in 1977 for financial and other reasons. 


Our benefactor, Mr. Earle A. Griswold, added a third $5000 in 1976 to 
the fund he created in memory of his first wife, a former Millis resident. The 
library receives the income from this fund. The interest is deposited in a savings 
account which had a balance of $1504.87 on January 20, 1977. The Sibbel 
Purdy Memorial Fund balance as of January 20, 1977, was $571.32. No ex- 
penditures from these funds were made in 1976 but interest from the Woolvett 
Fund was used to purchase an additional card catalog. 
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We wish to alert the town to the eventual need for additional library space. 
The mezzanine addition will provide book space but people and program space 
will become a continuing problem as the town grows. The possibility of govern- 
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ment funds becoming available in the future for such a project makes us aware 


of the need to develop plans for future expansion on available library land. 


Many thanks to townspeople for gifts of books in the past year. Gift books 
are useful as replacement copies of worn books. Most of our very popular paper- 
back book collection was donated. We also wish to thank the Oak Tree League 
for its donation of a new playpen for the use of parents visiting the library with 


babies.

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REPORT OF 
THE PROFESSIONAL MEDICAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Millis Professional Medical Advisory Committee met four times from 
_ January, 1976 through January, 1977. At these meetings many topics were in- 
troduced, studied and approved. 


In September, election of officers occurred with Daniel J. Connelly, R.P.T., 
92 Van Kleeck Road, as incoming chairman and Gail Douglas, R.N., 7 Clark Road, 
2s secretary. 


The Millis Board of Health Nursing Supervisor Jean Young was hospitalized 
for an indefinite period and a new nursing supervisor has been appointed. Mrs. 
Anne McManus, R.N., 32 Bow Street, will supervise the nursing activities in the 
board of health nursing service. 


Our nursing agency was evaluated by the state on April 13, 1976, and im- 
provements were observed. A recertification occurred in November without any 
deficiencies noted. 


There were many ideas presented to increase community awareness. Includ- 
ed were: well-child conferences, blood pressure clinics at Kennedy Terrace, a pub- 
lic hypertension screening clinic was held November 3 and 4. The target popula- 
tion was reached — age 20-50 and 10 per cent of those screened were referred to 
their physicians for further study. Much discussion occurred concerning the ex- 
pansion of the nursing role in Millis and the possibilities of regionalization and 
what its advantages would be. 


School health policies were amended concerning readmission to school 
following illness and the necessity of a parent’s written permission slip to accom- 
pany medication in order for it to be dispensed by the school nurse. 


Physical education exemption will now include physical and medical health 
reasons. Problems will be referred to Dr. Zalvan. 


Issues raised and approved included the necessity of malpractice insurance 
and yearly physicals for the nurses, mileage and overtime benefits for weekend 
and holiday coverage. These will now be forwarded to the office of the selectmen 
for their action.

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REPORT OF MEMORIAL DAY COMMITTEE 


Memorial Day was observed on Monday, May 31, 1976, under the auspices ;

The morning program consisted of Sunrise Gun at 7:00 a.m. followed by 
the decoration of all memorial squares by a contingent of Legionnaires and 
Amvets. 


The afternoon ceremonies began with the-parade stepping off at 12:30 p.m. 
Along the route of march, services were held at the World War I Memorial, con- 
sisting of a prayer given by Rev. Francis Beksha, pastor of St. Thomas the Apostle 
Church; the placing of the wreath by Lorraine Consoletti, president of the Ameri- 
can Legion Auxiliary; followed by a selection by the Millis Bicentennial Chorus. 
At the World War II Memorial, the prayer was given by Rev. Crawford Coombes 
of St. Paul’s Episcopal Church. The wreath was placed by Marcia Garland, presi- 
dent of the Amvets Ladies’ Auxiliary, and once again we enjoyed a selection by 
the bicentennial chorus. 


The services at Prospect Hill Cemetery began with a selection by the Waltham _ 
Legion Band. Robert Wallace, commander, Post No. 208 American Legion, then 
gave the welcoming address. Rev. Crawford Coombes, Jr., of St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church, gave the invocation. Also on the program were a recitation of “Memorial 
Day” by Sr. Girl Scout Bethany Bradley, a selection by the Millis Bicentennial 
Chorus, “General Logan’s Orders” by Sr. Boy Scout Robert McCarter, a selection 
by the Millis High School Band, “Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address” by Kelley Fra- 
cassa, “In Flanders Field” recited by Mary Davis, and a selection by the Waltham 
Legion Band. James Willey, commander of the Millis Amvets Post No. 495, then 
introduced Colonel John F. McCauley, chairman, Council of Minutemen, who 
gave a most stirring Memorial Day address, which was followed by another selec- 
tion by the Millis Bicentennial Chorus. 


In a special salute to the dead, a list of the names of those veterans who 
died in the year 1976 was read by Sergeant-at-Arms Howard Watson. As each 
name was called, the Millis Bicentennial Bell was tolled in tribute by Richard C. 
Barrett. The Medway-Millis Militia then fired a volley with their authentic revolu- 
tionary muskets in tribute to all the dead. The Star Spangled Banner was played | 
by the Waltham Legion Band and the ceremonies were closed with benediction by — 
Rey. Francis Beksha of St. Thomas the Apostle Church, Visitation to the graves 
followed and the parade then returned over the route of march to the Legion Post 
home where refreshments were served to the marchers.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


| The year 1976 has seen more crime moving into the suburbs than ever 
before. This is clearly reflected in the increase of breaking and entering, larceny 
and the like. The easy access to the suburban communities by those individuals 
: inclined to break the law is alarming. 


Another problem affecting the administration of police services is the lack 
of space in which the police department is operating. We operate out of two 
rooms at the present time and very definitely need more room. 


l am pleased to report the graduation of Police Officer Joseph Tarara from 
the Massachusetts State Police Academy in Framingham. Officer Tarara received 
training in all phases of police work for a period of 12 weeks. 


The emergency medical training schedule is continuing, with more tech- 

__ nicians being trained (80 hours) and by July 1, 1977, all personnel will be quali- 

. fied first responders with nine hours of cardiopulmonary resuscitation and 20 

hours of first aid. This is required to comply with the law regarding emergency 
Many meetings and seminars were attended by myself and various other 

members of the department in a continuing effort to stay well informed and 

versed in all new procedures and laws which crop up so often.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The year of 1976 was one of many changes for the department of public 
works. The board of public works reorganized on May 5, 1976. George DeAngelis 
was elected chairman; Domenic E. D’Eramo, clerk; and Erwin F. Gruhn was wel- 
comed as the new third member. ; 


Mr. Emil Verderber, foreman of the sewer division, retired in July of 1976. 
The sewer and water divisions were, at this time, placed under the direction of 
Charles M. Cushman, Jr. 


In July of 1976, John Joyce was unanimously voted and appointed, by the 
board of public works, to the position of park, cemetery and tree division fore- 
man. Mr. Joyce replaces Francis Farricy, who passed away earlier this year. 


On August 25, 1976, Richard C. Barrett resigned as superintendent of the 
department of public works and Charles M. Cushman, Jr. was appointed by the 
board as acting superintendent. A screening committee was formed, headed by 
Erwin F. Gruhn, to aid in the selection of a new superintendent. November 17, 
1976 saw Charles M. Cushman, Jr. chosen from six finalists and 56 applicants, 


unanimously voted and appointed by the board as the new superintendent of 
the department of public works. 
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In addition to the regular routine duties of the department, major projects 
_ were as follows: 


1. Installation of water meters at the Clyde Brown, Memorial and Junior- 
Senior High Schools. 


. Completion of the Farm Street water main and appurtenances. 

. Installation of the Acom Street water main and appurtenances. 
Partial completion of the Irving Street water main and appurtenances. 
Installation of the Orchard Street water main and appurtenances. 

. Cleaning and lining of water mains — Farm, Irving and Water Streets. 


. The Himmelfarb Street water main was started with 500 ft. of 10-inch 
pipe and one hydrant installed. 


8. Partial completion of the Forest Road sidewalk. 


9. Preparation of Island Road area for the March 29, 1976 opening of 
the town’s new sanitary landfill.

10. Drainage projects were completed at the following locations: Parnell 
Street and Route 109, Orchard Street by the Glen Ellen, Curve Street 
— Richardson’s Pond Area, Spring Street, Exchange Street, Walnut 
Street, Irving Street, corners of Plain, Lavender and Union Streets. 


11. Approximately 100 new trees were planted throughout town and many 
diseased trees have been removed. 


The commissioners of the board of public works would like to take this 
opportunity to express and extend their appreciation and gratitude to superin- 
tendent Cushman, the employees of the department of public works, and our 
secretary for the outstanding work performed throughout the year. Our appre- 
ciation and thanks are also extended to the board of selectmen, town accountant, 
other town boards and departments and all citizens of Millis whose help and co- 
operation enable us to continue serving the community to the best of our ability.

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Their activities took place at the Ross Avenue recreation center, school 
cafeterias, gymnasiums, and fields, the town park, including the playing fields 
and the tennis courts, and at other facilities available to the community. 


Several special events took place during the past year. One highlight was 
the completion of the bicentennial quilt. It was displayed to the townspeople 
at the Bicentennial Chorus concert and the July Fourth celebration. It was also 
shown at the 4—H Center in Washington, D.C. and at quilting shows throughout 
___ the state. The official presentation of the quilt to the town was made at the 
_ October meeting of the Millis Historical Society. 


“The Mirror Man” was a participatory play presented by the National 
Theatre for Children. Over 150 children enjoyed this show on a hot summer 
morming. 

Awards were presented to over 50 children at the second annual kite 
tournament. So many children attended the annual Easter egg hunt that plans 
are being made to change the format in 1977. 


The first annual Kid’s Dog Show held in July was a great success. Forty- 
two children entered their dogs in several categories and many parents, friends 
and neighbors enjoyed the show. 


Being investigated for the future are cross country skiing, a bicycle rodeo, 
2 summer choral group and a community theatre group. 


The recreation committee and the director feel that a great need exists for 
more playing fields in the town if the recreation program is to be expanded to fit 
the needs of the people. 


Both the committee and the director appreciate all the support and co- 
operation they have received from the board of selectmen, the DPW, the police 
department and many other groups and individuals of the town. Without their 
help our program could not have been successful.

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REPORT OF THE MILLIS PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


COMMITTEE MEETINGS 


A regular meeting of the School Committee is held in the Jr.-Sr. High School 
faculty room on the first and third Monday of each month.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The members of the School Committee met as a corporate body, with the 
Superintendent of Schools, thirty-three times at regularly scheduled or special 
meetings for the purpose of conducting school business. In addition, sub- 
committees met on more than forty occasions on matters that pertained to 
negotiations, finances or school building needs. The total number of meetings 
held is indicative of the busy, but necessary, schedule of a school committee 
member. 


In May, Mrs. Mary M. Walsh concluded her term of office. John W. Dale 
and John Merrill were elected to three year terms. Kenneth Paur was elected by 
the High School student body to serve as School Committee Student Representa- 
tive. The Millis Teachers’ Association appointed Betty Cushman and Joseph 
Arsenault to represent the Teachers’ Association at School Committee Meetings. 


Following the Town Election, the School Committee organized as follows: 
John H. Merrill, reelected Chairperson; Francis P. Keaney, re-elected Secretary; 
John W. Dale, Associate Member; Earl H. Merkle, Associate Member; and Edna 
M. Neville, Associate Member. 


Early in September, Chairperson John Merrill resigned for personal reasons, 
thus creating a vacancy on the Board. In accordance with the law, the School 
Committee and the Selectmen met and appointed Robert R. Graci to fill the 
vacancy until the next annual election at which time a candidate will be elected 
to serve for the remaining two years of the office. 


The School Committee then reorganized in the following manner: Francis 
P. Keaney, Chairperson; Earl H. Merkle, Secretary; John W. Dale, Associate 
Member; Robert R. Graci, Associate Member; and Edna M. Neville, Associate 
Member. 
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Regionalization 


Last June, the State Board of Education voted to develop a long range state 
school district reorganization plan and authorized the regional center teams to 
require certain school districts to submit a long range school district reorganizatio; 
plan, prior to July 1, 1978. The arrangement presented to Millis is to regionalize 
with Medway to develop a K—12 Regional School District. Obviously, this plan 
has many implications, since the consolidation of small school districts is a con- 
troversial issue. 


Reorganization 


After deliberating on the issue of reorganization for years, the School Com- 
mittee has voted to abolish the elementary administrative positions and establish 
three elementary principalships, one for each building. Following the screening 
process the following persons were appointed principals: Clyde F. Brown School, 
Raymond Lanthier; Memorial School Annex, Edmund Begley; Memorial School, 
Dr. Laurence Aronstein. 


School Building Needs 


During the school year, a proposal to introduce a middle school concept 
was pursued, and committees were formed to make an earnest endeavor to investi- 
gate the matter. However, lack of school building space, coupled with the enact- 
ment of the Public Employment Works Act of 1976 under the supervision of the 
United States Department of Commerce, prompted a postponement of the study 
until it was ascertained funds would be made available for building proposals. 


In cooperation with the School Building Investigating Committee, the 
Selectmen, and the Finance Committee, project proposals were developed in order — 
to secure funds for the renovation of the Memorial School and a twelve room 
addition to the Clyde Brown School. 


In the interim, the School Committee has purchased two mobile trailers, 
which will help to relieve the pressing space problem for programs in special needs 
at the Clyde Brown School and the guidance department at the Jr.-Sr. High School. 


Although space does not appear to be a problem at the Memorial School, 
the repair bills continue to rise to the extent that measures are being taken to 
renovate the building through acquisition of federal funds. 


Collective Bargaining 


At the present time, the School Committee has entered into separate agree- 
ments with teachers, administrators, secretaries, custodians, bus drivers, para- 
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professionals and cafeteria workers. The cafeteria personnel have just recently 
organized and have been recognized by the School Committee. 


The School Committee has been involved in binding arbitration issues, liti- 
gation and mediation. As a result of these issues, the School Committee has en- 
gaged the services of Town Counsel, as well as those of the Nutter, McLellan & 
Fish Law Firm for legal and grievance issues, and those of the law firm of Murphy, 
Lamere and Murphy for negotiation purposes. 


Programs 


In addition to incorporating programs mandated by legislative enactment, 
the School Committee has endorsed and supported several programs this past 
year. 


Chapter 622 of the General Laws makes it clear that all aspects of public 
school education must be fully open and available to members of both sexes and 
of minority groups. These regulations address five areas of school policy: school 
admissions, admission to courses of study, guidance, course content and extra- 
curricular and athletic activities. 

The Title I Summer School Program has been phased out at the recom- 
mendation of the federal and state departments which encouraged the initiation 
of programs during the school year for disadvantaged children. Therefore, a pro- 
gram was introduced this fall to assist elementary students who are deficient in 
mathematics. As more funds become available, additional programs will be 
offered. 


The Committee continues to take advantage of the opportunity to develop 
programs through the Title III NDEA funds. This federal program will be elimin- 
ated by June, 1977, and will be replaced by another federal project with entirely 
different characteristics. 


The Millis Public School System is now associated with the Leslie B. Cutler 
Clinic which is affiliated with the Norfolk Mental Health Association. Programs 
are being offered to serve parents, school age, and pre-school children. 


More information will be forthcoming about a state mandated breakfast 
program which could result in a considerable expense to the Town. Efforts are 
being made to modify the initial proposal, and changes undoubtedly will be made 
by the time this report is read by the citizenry. 


The school facilities continue to be used by many agencies. The auditorium, 
gymnasium, cafeteria, classrooms and conference rooms are utilized almost every 
weekday evening by local organizations. 
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In conclusion, the Schoo] Committee wishes to express its appreciation to 
the Town Officials for their cooperation. We especially extend a grateful acknowl- 
edgement to the Superintendent of Schools, the Administration and the Staff for 
their untiring efforts on behalf of the Youth of Millis.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Herewith is presented my second annual report as Superintendent of Schools. 


It is the eighty-fifth report in a series of School Reports which began in 1892. 


With the continued support of the School Committee and the community, 
the goals set for our students and staff are indeed being fulfilled. The performance 
of both students and staff has revealed a series of achievements that continue to be 
a great source of pride to all. 


In an effort to make the coordination and articulation process more effec- 
tive and efficient, frequent administrative meetings are held to discuss policy, 
structure, curriculum, communication, goals, new programs and problems that 
may arise within the day-to-day functioning of the school day. 


In support of better articulation, the School Committee has appointed co- 
ordinators when replacing high school department heads or elementary school 
chairpersons. Such efforts will help to strengthen the communication process, 
achieve goals, and solidify the K—12 structure. 


The Millis Public School System is faced with a declining enrollment at 
some grade levels; however, growth at the primary level coupled with new housing 
developments in the community, creates a situation which does not justify overall 
reduction of staff. Inasmuch as there may be a reduction of staff members at the 
intermediate grades, the increase of enrollment at the primary level mandates an 
increased staff. The secondary enrollment faces the same dilemma. The increase 
at the secondary level has not yet reached peak enrollment; however, the opening 
in September, 1977, of the Tri-County Regional Vocational School may have a 
significant effect on enrollment. 


As a result of examining the enrollment figures, the School Committee 
eliminated two elementary and one junior high school teaching positions and 
added a full time school system psychologist, a developmental reading teacher 
Pes part time teachers in industrial arts and physical education at the Jr.-Sr. High 

chool.

1976 ANNUAL REPORT 155 


The elementary and secondary school principals have been busily engaged 
with their staff members in the development of curriculum programs, revisions 
within the present courses of study and experiential projects for challenging 
students. Several programs are presently being investigated. Among them is the 
Right to Read Program which was initiated at the federal level in an attempt to 
humanize, to encourage a sharing of ideas, involve a team effort and develop an 
organizational structure in order to insure that all students learn to read at the 
local level. 


The elementary and secondary administrators have devoted much energy 
toward the improvement of instruction. In addition to the programs mentioned 
above, they have also exerted their efforts in such areas as strengthening the 
Title I Program for disadvantaged children, a work study program for secondary 
school students, the implementation of the metric system, developing parent 
advisory groups and parent tour groups, revising report cards, introducing a new 
developmental reading program, developing a media selection process, safety 
programs, nutrition projects, and interdisciplinary projects which include foreign 
language, home economics, industrial arts, music and art. 


Several departments have been engaged in the development of position 
papers which essentially state the beliefs of the department as to which skills a 
child should have acquired by the time he has concluded the eighth grade. The 
departments having undertaken the study at this writing are mathematics, language 
aris, social studies and physical education. 


At the close of school last June, staff members were engaged in curriculum 
study, im service programs, and course of study revision in preparation for the 
next school year. 


The foresight, planning and support of the School Committee have placed 
Millis in an enviable position as it relates to the worthwhile programs that have 
been initiated. For example, performances by the music department, whether at 
the elementary or secondary levels, evoke words of praise and pride by the citiz- 
enry. Much of the same can be said about the excellence of the work done by 
students in art, physical education and industrial arts. With the purchase of com- 
plex computer machinery, the computer science program is rapidly gaining the 
interest and involvement of students. The special education program also deserves 
comment, and your attention is directed to the report of the Pupil Personnel 
Director. 


A two year progress report was accepted by the New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges as a result of a self evaluation study done recently by the 
secondary school staff. The study was completed in order to retain the school’s 
accreditation standing. 
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Other activities which have been developed over the vears are as follows: 


1. The summer recreation program which provides for simming instruction 
for elementary school children continues to be a popular project with students 
and parents. 

2. The adult education program has developed into a project that has ex- 
panded to near full capacity. The response toward the programm kas deen over- 
whelming, and the enrollment has more than tripled in the last two years. 


3. The CETA program, which is federally funded, has enabled the schoo! 
system to engage the services of personnel such as aides, groundskeepers, painters, 
and teachers to assist staff members and a rotating custodian whose services are 
welcome to the many agencies which use the school facilities. 


4. Organizations that have used the school facilities have been many and 
varied, and numerous committees from Town departments such as the Planning 
Board, Charter Commission, Bi-Centennial Committee, Conservation Committee, 
Finance Committee, Appeal Board, and Recreation Committee are taking advan- 
tage of the availability of the building for their meetings. The School Committee 
continues to encourage departments to use the facilities provided that rules and 
regulations are adhered to. 


5. Although the “Chieftain” is a relatively new project, many favorable 
comments about the Newsletter have already been received. 


An acknowledgment should be made of the solid support of the Millis 
Parents Music Association and the Millis Athletic Booster Association. Both 
groups have been extremely active and their work is indeed appreciated. 


In conclusion, the progress reflected in our educational system in 1976 
represents the accomplishments of the School Committee, the administrators and 
staff members. Also, support given by the “Town Fathers” and the public is 
gratefully acknowledged.

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REPORT OF THE JUNIOR—SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


This is my second annual report to the Town of Millis concerning the Millis 
Junior-Senior High School. Whereas my first year was spent more on observing 
existing programs and carrying out recommendations suggested in the evaluation 
report, this year has been productive in initiating programs and implementing 
state mandated programs. 


Some of the major changes occurred primarily in the junior high school. 


A new Developmental Reading Program was initiated at the 7th and 8th 
grade levels and served as an alternative to those students who were not selected 
to participate in an increased Foreign Language program. The program has been 
effective in creating a more intense study of a foreign language as well as allowing 
other students an opportunity to receive additional instruction in an area which 
is vital to the study of all subject matter — Reading. 


A new system of scheduling was also implemented this past year in grades 
7 and 8. Instead of a block system whereby students remained together for the 
entire day and took all of their courses with the same students, we have comput- 
erized the scheduling process and have tried to schedule students in their areas of 
strength. It was hoped to effect a combination homogeneous/heterogeneous 
placement. The new system has worked relatively well from an educational and 
social standpoint but has been problematic in balancing class sizes. Hopefully this 
problem can be taken care of in the new year. 


Another major change which has taken place and can be directly attributed 
to Chapter 622, the act prohibiting discrimination on the basis of color, race, sex, 
etc., is that all junior high students must take Home Economics and Industrial 
Arts. This program has been well received by both girls and boys. 


A new grade reporting system was introduced utilizing a computer gener- 
ated report card. This change allowed us to elaborate on our previous system by 
providing teachers an opportunity to make five comments per subject regarding 
the student’s behavior and academic performance in that subject. Feedback from 
parents and teachers at Open House was extremely positive in that greater com- 
munication accompanied the grade. 


The Work Study Program in its first full year of operation has had relative 
success. A total of twenty-three students have taken advantage of the program, 
and they have been placed in jobs in Millis, Medfield and Holliston. 
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To conclude my second annual report, I would like to take this opportunity 
to thank Mr. Vellante and members of the School Committee for the cooperation 
and encouragement they have shown. In addition, I feel that the staff has been very 
professional in carrying out its responsibilities and the students have been equally 
responsive in adjusting to the changes. I look forward to the coming year as anoth- 
er step in the pursuit of educational excellence.

REPORT OF THE CLYDE F. BROWN SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Whenever a new school or an addition is discussed the attention reverts to 
the school enrollment with many predictions of significant decreases. These have 
held true over the course of several years, but at present it appears to have, at 
least temporarily, stabilized. 


The enrollment for the academic year of 1975-76 for the Ciyde Brown 
School was 291. 


The enrollment for this year is at the 294 level. Because there are 132 
kindergarteners now enrolled in the system, next year’s enrollment at the Brown 
School could go over the 300 mark. 


At the present time the enrollment at the Clyde Brown School is as follows: 


Kindergarten 46 
Grade 1 133 
Grade 2 115 

294 


This number of students housed at the Clyde Brown School is no problem, 
but the lack of storage, for new and more sophisticated materials for the Physical 
Education Program, the lack of space for a permanent library and media center, 
and the lack of space to store desks, chairs, and other supplies is critical. 


Presently, we are seriously involved with the Right to Read Program which 
has as a terminal goal that all may read. The strategy of this program is to bring 
together the knowledge, human and financial resources, technology, organization- 
al structure and processes to insure that all learn to read at the local level. The 
local effort will involve joint planning team efforts, sharing of ideas and resources. 


ee 
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_ At this point in time the reading coordinator and an administrator have been 
_ attending the Right to Read meetings to learn the processes of creating a task 


force and advisory group, of determining the needs and criterion, of staff devel- 
opment and implementation, evaluation and dissemination of ideas and goal re- 
leted activities. During the year there will be some thirty half day or fifteen full 
day training sessions for those attending these meetings. 


In the area of Social Studies, emphasis is placed on the social and geo- 
graphical aspects at the local level. Units of study include on site learning experi- 
ences with visits to the fire station during Fire Prevention Week, to the library 
during Library Week, to the Continental Bakery, to a MacDonalds or other local 
sites of sociological value. 


The Art Program will be serviced more efficiently with the recent comple- 
tion of a work area for the art supervisor. With the help of Mr. Vellante and Mr. 
Brunelle, new steel shelving was obtained to complete the furnishing of this art 
storage and work area. 


The library has developed quite rapidly recently. Nearly 150 copies have 
been added to the older editions and all books have now been catalogued. Book 
pockets and cards have been placed in the books and author, subject and title 
cards are being typed by a parent volunteer. Greater emphasis will be placed on 
obtaining new books in the future, and library techniques will be taught to these 
primary students. 


Development in the science area continues to progress toward a more com- 
prehensive curriculum. The staff at the Clyde Brown is in the process of organ- 
izing and rewriting a more specific health, safety, and nutrition curriculum. Re- 
vitalizing the science program entails greater emphasis towards a process- 
activity approach in the instructional area. To facilitate the change, several 
process oriented national science curricula are to be evaluated by the staff and 
pilot testing of several selected modules from the following programs are in the 
offing. Elementary School Science (E.S.S.), Science Improvement Study 
(S.C_LS.) and Elementary School Science Program (E.S.S.P.) are the three most 
logical science curricula that can provide the framework that will fulfill the stu- 
dents’ needs and prepare them for those courses they will encounter in the future. 


The K—1—2 children at the Clyde Brown are using a new edition of the 
Houghton Mifflin text which provides more basic drill and introduces those con- 
cepts that were difficult to understand at a later time in the year. An important 
aspect of the 1976-77 school year is a greater concentration on the metric sys- 
tem. More materials have been obtained and are being used toward the imple- 
mentation of a good metric program. 
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In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to Mr. Vellante for his 
understanding and his work toward resolving many of the problems encountered 
at this time. I would also like to express my gratitude to a staff that is cooper- 
ative and pleasant to work with.

REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY PRINCIPAL, MEMORIAL ANNEX 


Herewith is presented an abbreviated annual report that includes a summary 
of activities for the Memorial School Annex from August 25, 1976 to December 
31, 1976, due to the appointment of a new elementary principal at the Memorial 
Annex in August. 


Two hundred and fifty-seven students were enrolled at the Annex in 
September, 1976. 


This year, the students in grades 3—6 will be eligible for participation in the 
Title I Math Program. This program will be both remedial and tutorial. Student 
eligibility will be based on Metropolitan Achievement Test scores, SRA diagnos- 
tic tests and teacher observation. Approximately 50 students will be involved in 
small group sessions with the Title I teacher and aide. This program is entirely 
funded by the federal government through the Massachusetts State Department 
of Education. 


A new report card was adopted for elementary students in October. The 
new report card for students in grades three and four will be printed on NCR 
paper and wil be used on a trial basis for the 76—77 school year. Its effective- 
ness will be evaluated by staff and parents in the Spring, 1977. The major revision 
is that the student’s mark in each subject area will be based on his/her perform- 
ance and progress in relation to either the entire class or ability group. 


The staff and administrators are continuing to review and update our ele- 
mentary curriculum. In-service days have proved to be advantageous to this 
process. These days provide an opportunity for the staff, coordinators and ad- 
ministrators to meet and discuss curriculum revisions, 


The October in-service meeting was used to discuss the new marking sys- 
tem, use of progress reports, supportive services (i.e. Title I and Pupil Personnel 
Services) and curriculum needs as they relate to the 77—78 school budget. 


z 
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The December in-service meeting was used to discuss the science and read- 

_ img programs. During the 1977-78 school year we are planning to implement a 

: more investigative or inquiry-orientated approach in our science curriculum. In 

general, the projects emphasize the student’s involvement in a task that is intrin- 

_ sically interesting. A situation or challenge is posed, and the student has an op- 
portunity to respond with appropriate materials at hand. Structure is built into 
the tasks in a sequence of activities. In the end, students will have mastered major 
concepts, knowing them as only actual experience can demonstrate them. 


During this meeting we also began an informal assessment of our present 
reading program. Presently, we are using the Keys to Reading series, published by 
Economy Press, as our basal reading series. This year students in grades 4—6 will 
be introduced to this series. During this school year we will be continuing our 
assessment of this series, as well as the other components of our reading program. 
Again, the elementary staff, coordinator and administrators will be involved in 
this process to improve and update the reading curriculum. 


In order to maintain good communication between the school and home, 
starting in January, 1977, monthly parent meetings will be held. These meetings 
will be held in the moming and are open to the parents of Annex students. The 
purpose of these monthly meetings will be to keep parents informed of what is 
happening in our school and, also, provide an opportunity for parents to relate 
their concerns and ideas to me. 


In concluding my first annual report, I wish to thank the members of the 
School Committee, Mr. Vellante, elementary personnel, parents and students for 
their cooperation and support.

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REPORT OF THE MEMORIAL SCHOOL PRINCIPAL | 
My first annual report to the citizens of Millis will include information ; 
reported to me by our coordinators, department chairpersons, and teachers. 


Much time has been spent in assessing where we are as a faculty, where we 
would like to be and how to reach our goals. Every faculty member has identi- 
fied a series of goals he or she feels are realistic and worthwhile. Each faculty 
member will be evaluated on the basis of fulfilling their own goals. As a faculty, 
a primary goal is to improve school climate. We are accomplishing this through 
sharing good classroom ideas with one another at regularly scheduled faculty 
meetings, establishing a Student Council with its own constitution, and estab- 
lishing a school-wide Communications Committee with representation from all 
of our school areas (K, Sth grade, 6th grade, special education, and special sub- a 
jects).along with elected parent members. 


On a school-wide basis teachers are either implementing K—6 Position 
Papers or are in the process of developing such. We are hopeful that as a result 
of faculty committees developing their own position that it will provide a greater 
continuity of program for our youngsters, avoiding duplication. 


Our new K—12 science coordinator has been assessing our science program 
and has identified a need for a more process-oriented program. That is to say that — 
students at our elementary level should be learning how scientists think in going | 
about solving problems through a more hands on experiential approach. 


At this time our reading program is providing continuity through a 1—6 
basal elementary program Keys to Reading series published by Economy Press. 
Our new K—12 reading coordinator has been hard at work assessing our reading 
program and attempting to find out how well the program meets the needs of all 
of our learners. Teachers are being encouraged to coordinate their remedial read- 
ing programs with reading specialists within the classroom so that students do not 
lose out on what’s going on in the classroom by being pulled out to another room. 


Our math teachers are working to fulfill the math Position Paper. Our Title 
I Math Program has been highly effective in giving educational help to about forty 
of our students who haye had difficulty keeping up with the rest of the class. 
Greater emphasis is being given to the teaching of metrics in order to get our 
students ready for the national conversion by 1980. 


In social studies a Position Paper is in the process of being drafted. There is 


a continuing emphasis on the integration of the social sciences, particularly geog- 
raphy and history. 
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Field trips which relate to curricular areas being emphasized continue to be 
encouraged. 


Efforts in language arts continue to be directed toward developing the con- 
tinuity of curriculum and upon strengthening spelling, vocabulary, and critical 
reading skills through literature. 


Qur music program continues to be a great source of pride. The fifth and 
sixth grade bands played at our holiday program, the boys’ and girls’ chorus 
performed at that program as well. Spring concerts as well as the annual sixth 
grade play are also being planned for. Our Student Council is working on an idea 
for a talent show—our music faculty certainly will assist. Kindergarten pupils 
continue to be involved in music experiences through eurythmic classes. 


Physical Education continues to be a real favorite with our students. Great- 
ér skill development in both competitive and non-competitive sports is an empha- 
sis. The Physical Education department has initiated an after school intramural 
program involving eighty students in bowling. An expanded gymnastic program 
featuring the balance beam will be an addition to our program. 


Our art program continues to expand creative experiences for all our stu- 
dents. Every student has the opportunity of working on our new potter’s wheel. 
Anyone entering our art room will hear background music used in order to pro- 
vide 2 more total aesthetic experience. 


Our library program has been expanded as a result of a school aide being 
added through the CETA program. The library is now open the entire school 
week. Our professional periodicals collection is being expanded. Our student 
collection continues to be renewed. 


Our special education program continues to improve in identifying and 
treating the many special needs of our students which include speech therapy, 
LD., and counselling. Special needs teachers are working more closely with class- 
room teachers so that fewer problems are slipping through the cracks. We con- 
tinue to effectively function through the provisions of Chapter 766 and are proud 
of the excellence of our program. ; 


In closing, I wish to express my gratitude to the School Committee, Super- 
intendent, all personnel, and to the parents, pupils, and community members for 
their cooperation, commitment, and understanding.

REPORT OF THE PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES DEPARTMENT 


Herewith is presented my second annual report that includes a very brief 
summation of the Pupil Personnel Services activities from January 1, 1976 to 
December 31, 1976. 


The second half of the 75—76 school year brought with it several qualitative 
changes with regards to the provision of supportive services to Millis residents ages 
3 through 21 years. The guidance department actively sought out those students 
who had dropped out of school over the last five years and provided vocational 
counseling to those who wished it. A work-study program was developed by the 
Jr—Sr High School Staff and several of our special needs youngsters were gracious- 
ly accommodated by this program. In April, the Pupil Personnel Services Staff 
held the annual pre-school screening battery for all entering kindergarten young- 
sters and those 3 or 4 year olds whose parents had concerns about their child’s 
development. In-service training programs for administrators, teachers and 
specialists were developed throughout the spring with noted authorities from the 
fields of special education, developmental physical education, pre-school educa- 
tion, clinical psychology and psychiatry were represented. 


Revisions of Chapter 766, the Massachusetts Special Education Law, neces- 
sitated some technical and procedural changes. A new educational plan, for those 
who underwent core evaluations, was submitted and approved by the State De- 
partment of Education and an updated town-wide special education plan was 
also filed. 


The beginning of the school year brought with it some programmatic 
changes as well. The school psychology program, elementary guidance program, 
the full implementation of the work-study program, newly developed programs 
through the collaboratives Project Accept and the Tri-Valley Special Education 
Program have all up-graded the alternatives available to Millis students. A change 
in our mental health district has enabled us to establish a fine relationship with 
the Leslie B. Cutler Mental Health Center in Norwood that has already begun 
providing direct service to Millis families as well as providing consultation to our 
staff. Parent education groups will also be provided in the near future. We are 
now establishing our relationships with the Tri-County Vocational School in ; 


Franklin and are confident that this will also provide a viable alternative for many 
of our students. 


In conclusion, I would like to express my thanks for the continued support 
of the School Committee, the Superintendent of Schools, the Building Adminis- 
trators, the Staff and Secretaries.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NEEDS INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 


The school needs investigating committee has had as its responsibility for ; 
the last five years the ongoing task of examining space needs for the Millis schools. _ 
We have researched thoroughly the present and future needs of the Millis Public 
Schools. We suggest a two-part plan which we feel will take care of the educational 4 
space needs of Millis for the forseeable future and allow our educational programs 

to function in an appropriate and efficient manner. Our plan includes: No. a 
complete rehabilitation of the existing Memorial School; and, No. 2, an addition to 
the Clyde Brown School. 


The Memorial School, a structurally sound building and a town landmark, 
needs restoration to make it an adequate facility for elementary education in the 
1970’s and 1980's. It will be renovated to house grades five and six. No additional 
classroom spaces will be added but those existing will be modernized. A new 
library-media center will be developed. The new special education act, Chapter 
766, requires programs at the elementary level and these spaces will be provided 
for in this plan. 


A planned two-story addition to the Clyde Brown School will be built at 
the southwest end of the building and will not take any park land. This addition $ 
will serve to remove grades three and four from the high school annex and place § 
them with their proper age group for a more suitable educational environment. ‘ 


Grades kindergarten through four would be housed in the Clyde Brown School. 


Millis does not face a problem of overcrowded classrooms. Our problem is 


one of inadequate space for carrying out a sound elementary educational pro- j 
gram. We are assured by the administration and school committee that the staff : 
and the programs already exist but more and modernized space is needed for the : 
programs to function on a proper level. 


In November 1976 we received town meeting approval to seek federal fund- 
ing for this project. We therefore made application for federal assistance under the 
Local Public Works Capital Development and Investment Act of 1976. Due to a 
problem of timing, over which we had no control, our application was received 
after the deadline for consideration under the first round. We await word of 
whether any funds will be available for a second round of funding.

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REPORT OF THE TRI—COUNTY REGIONAL 
VOCATIONAL TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The year 1976 has witnessed the physical emergence of the Regional- 


4 Voeational-Technical School. It is with a great deal of satisfaction that this 
_ committee can finally confirm the fact that the new school will open, as 


_ originally planned, in September, 1977. 


In March of this year, our district office was moved from the Freeman 
Elementary School in Norfolk to St. Mary’s School in Franklin. The new 
location has afforded us much needed additional space and close proximity 
to the construction site which is close to the intersection of Routes 140 and 
495 in that town. 


The building is at this time entirely closed in and is at least 50 percent 
complete. Interior work such as partitions, floor, ceilings, and various finish 
operations are well underway. All school fumiture has been contracted for, 
2s has been certain fixed equipment: kitchen, installed casework, auditorium 
seating, automotive lifts, etc. Other heavy but movable equipment is currently 
out to bid and in the near future all tools, materials, and supplies will be pro- 
vided for. 


With the invaluable assistance of a number of volunteer advisory com- 
mittee members, our staff continues to refine general course outlines toward 
the development of meaningful courses of study in all vocational and academic 
program offerings. Recognizing that educational excellence is totally dependent 
on educators elected to present such programs, we are at this time in the midst 
of interviewing, screening and selecting the 60 teachers who will carry out that 
responsibility . 


The fiscal year 1977 operating budget which has been effective since last 
July was in the amount of $917,110.29. Millis’ assessment based on 5.88 per- 
cent has been $53,926.03. The same percentage has been used to determine 
student quota, therefore 44 Millis ninth and tenth grade students will be part 
of the first year enrollment of 750. A ninth grade class of 375 will be admitted 
each year and all four grades represented in 1979 at a maximum enrollment of 
1500. 


The interest and support displayed by Millis school personnel throughout 
our planning period has been most encouraging. Superintendent William 
Vellante has participated in a number of advisory council meetings as has Albert 
Andrews. The administrators and guidance personnel have been very cooperative 
in arranging student assemblies and special parent meetings. Arrangements such 
as these have made it possible for us to inform all segments of the district public 
regarding this new educational opportunity. 
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Concern for equal educational opportunities for both sexes have been 
assigned high priority. Each of our 23 vocational programs have been designed 
to be equally attractive to boys and girls and we are confident that appropriate 
work placement will be available to both upon graduation. 

Similarly, we have spent a great deal of time and effort in order to assure 
special needs programs for the handicapped and/or disadvantaged. Special 
resource personnel will be employed to meet special needs and to guarantee 
individualized attention where needed.
